Tbtire 'are fiomo twouty-oigbt 
thoufiimil ncreB of most fertile land in 
■what is known as the Sumaa District, 
hn the Lower Fraaer. Lohs than 
aight^^hgusand acres of it lias passed 
iroi^, ^^ 'j|^rown into private hands and 
conBtitates one of the moat thrifty, 
prosperous agricultural settlements in 
]^^h]9,olt\mbia. The twenty thous- 
and i^MUally if prtile.,, Why does it 
Btilllinger in, 7t)ia Crown? Simply 
because it is more subject to overflow 
ftunng. tlie season of the year when 
flie waters of the Fraser are at thoir 
height. A. dyke, two and a half miles 
in length and with an average height 
of six feet, would bring all that twenty 
thdiisaiia acres into ijaarket. It woxUd 
be eugerly.taJcQn at five dollara an 
acre. Those acquainted vrith the 
nature of the soil and the eligibility of 
the location -will agree with us that 
ten dollars an acre would not be an 
extravagant valuation. Biit let us, for 
present purposes, keep to the five dol- 
lars. Twenty thousand acres at five 
dollars, would bo one hundred thous- 
and dollars. That is to say, land, 
presumably valuoless now, would be- 
come worth one hundred thousand dol- 
lars by tbo mere construction of a dyke 
two and a half miles in length and sis 
feet in height, provided, of course, 
with proper flood-gates, &c., where it 
crosses the Sumas river, at a probable 
width of one hundred feet. But, even 
that is not the full measure of results. 
Much of the eight thousand acres al- 
ready alienated from the Crown is also 
Siibject'to overflow, and the owners of 
it would giadiy contribute their quota 
tdT^iris supplying tho means of roclamn- 
fi{)if.- ■ It is anfo to say that from this 
source enough, and moro than enough, 
could be relied upon to crento a. fund 
sufficient to mnintaiu the works, when 
once constructed, and to survey and 
manage the lands still unsold. Thus, 
thon, tlie twenty thousand acres would 
onlyb* chargeable withthefirstcostof the 
work. How much would it co.st ? Ten

-^would it not ? Suppose a private com- 
pany undertook the enterpriso, there 
would be the purehaao price of tho land, 
twenty thousimd dollars; the cost of tlio 
work, twenty thousand; making forty thou- 
aud dollars aa capital invested, .ind 
leaving sixty thousand dollars as clear 
profit;--and this, too, be it romombered, 
reckoning the land at the minimum rata of 
five dollars an acre. If, on tho other hand, 
the work were undertaken by the Govern- 
ment, there would be gained to the 
revenue tlie sum of eighty thousand dol- 
lars from lands now lying waste, and 

firse, than waste, heoonse iibpeding the 
Tfiti march of settlement. Would 
rtbe the sum total of gain to tho Pro- 
vince? It would, indeed, bo the smallest 
pnrt of it. The principal gain is not to 
bo measured by the more money price of 
tho laud thus reclaimed, but by tlio 
thrifty commnnity of, say, ono hundred 
families thereby osti\blishod in a condition 
of wollbeing. To theHtAte that would be 
fcMWf jii.^qngBido of which ■ tha eighty 
moummanoliars would shriveLiuto very 
insigniflcahCo.' Well, hoWshall it be done ? 
By .the Government, or By "a company? 
yniortunately for either, the excellent bill 
introduced by Mr.McCreight, hist ncs.siou, 
was denuded of tho very provisions ado]it- 
od to this ciise. .K» tlie Dyking .Vet now 
stands it does not a]>|)car to supjdy 
machinery by which tho work rcferrod to 
could be undertaken either liy tlio 
(iovernmont or by a Company. Tiiia is 
much to bci regretted. The reader has 
sera what inipartant results conld bo ob- 
tained in a single settlement. But tho 
oase cited is by no moans a solitary ono. 
,The very next settlement below it, 
'Matsqui, is so similar in this respect, that 
what we have said of Sumas might be 
said of it; with this important difTeronco, 
'however, that tho area of land in Afatsqui 
needing to bo reclaimed is greater than 
that in Sumas. It bobius scarcely open \ 
to quesiion that, with proper provision 
Tor such works being undertaken by com- 
panies, foreign capital would lie readily 
embarked in reolaiming tlie rich delta 
lands of tbo Lower I'laser; although wo 
.incline to the opinion that, if properly 
'Undertaken by tho Provincial Government 
or by Municipal Governments, the results 
-would prove in a still higher degree bcno- 
flcial to the country at large. Tho sul)- 
joot is bertainly ono deserving of earnest 
thought; and wo hope to see a well-digest- 
ed measure submitted to tho LogiKlaturo 
atits next sitting, providing for tho carry- 
ing out of such works by tho Oovornmont, 
or else' p!fesenting such proper induce- 
ments as m^ lead capital tf) seek em- 
■ploymeut therein. It is often urged as 
an objection to any scheme of Immigra- 
tion that there is no suitable land immodi- 
atoly available for settlement in localities 
easy of aocoss. Now, what could more 
eflfoctually removo all isuch objoctions than 
the corrying out of work which would 
OAUse several hundreds of the most de- 
sirable homesteads to spring into exist- 
enoo as if by magio on the banks of tho 
Lomr, Frftser ? And suoh land! Two- 



stone nor stump to annoy the farmer as ho 
goes over his broad acres whistling at tho 
plough. Hoil rich enough to produce 
enormous crops of everything for which 
the climate ia adapted, and deep enough 
to last for generations without manure- 
ing. With steamboat landings ,ey^y where, 
and a choice of markets within easy 
roach. Should the work of reclamation 
bo undertaken by tho Government, the 
terms of paymont could bo mado to suit 
the Immigrant. And surely if tho public 
mind is over to be reconciled to the crea- 
tion of department of Finance and Agri- 
onlturo, that will bs best accomplished by 
undertaking such important and highly 
roproductivo works as those referred to. 
We aro reminded tluittho presontMinistry 
expreased tbomselvos distinctly opposed 
to such works being luidertakon liy the 
tJovorument. But, then, they have got a 
Minister of Finance and Agriculture on 
their hands now, and must make work for 
him somehow. • .

Extraordinary Scene in the Court of 
Ou'een's Senoh.

COURT OF QUEEN S BENCH, Weht-

This being tho day appointed for' tho 
attendance of Mr. Skii)worth and tho 
Claimant to answer for alleged eontciiipl 
of Court, tho house was crowded from an 
early hour with tiie members of tho Bar. 
Not only were the back rows crowded 
with the junior Bar, but tho front row was 
filled with Queen's Counsel, is', Jjjiaii*, as 
could popsibly find room, while others 
were left standing. As to the general 
public, ovory inch of available 3)iaco was 
filled; and all tho entrances woroolistruct- 
ed by crowds eager for admittance. 
Before tho appointed hour, the Claimant, 
attended by several friends, aijpeared, 
and tQa^ j|,ea^Jie4o.w. thQ.bft|;„Jtojjig,g the 
Bench ; and shortly af tdrwafdsMrT Skip- 
^^orth, who himself is a member of the 
Bar, appeared, robed as a barrister, and 
took his seat liy the Cliiimaufrt .side. The 
proceedings had origina.tod in this way: 
On Mondaj- Lwt week, i^Iessrs Onslow 
and Whalley were fined by this Court for 
"contempt" in certain observations at 
meetings held on the 11th nnd 12th of 
December last, at one of which Mr Skip- 
worth was chairman. It appeared that 
this gentleman had for some timo taken a 
strong interest in tho caso in favor of the 
Claimant, nnd in September, last your, at 
Great Grimsby, sjioke on his behalf. 

Having hoaril tho sentence ])assed upon 
those gentlemen, Mr. Skipworth wont 
down to Brighton next day, and took the 
chair at a meeting in favour of the Claim- 
ant, at which it did not appear that nnj- 
attacks were ipade upon tho witnesses, hut 
at which ho imiieacluul tho course taken 
by this Court as arbitrary and unconstitu- 
tional, and proceeded also to impeach the 
htness of tho Lord Chief Justice for the 
trial of the case, by reason,^ as he^ sug- 
gested, of supposed preconoeived opinions 
of the case. . - 

Mr. Hawkins tho other day appHe.l for 
an order that Mr. Skipwortli should at- 
tend this Court to answer for his obsorvii- 
tions. The Lord Chief Justice was not 
then sitting, and Mr. Justice Blackburn, 
who, as J;ho Senior Puisne Judge^ pre-

though tho counsel for the prosecntiorj? 
did not desiro it, such was thoordoi^ma^ei. 
and, therefore, both the parties attended. 

Mr. Hawkins, Q. C, and -Mr. C. Bowon 
appeared for the prosecution; the Attor- 
nejrQenqi^al was not present; Mr. Gray, 
Q."'0^jj4h&j^qlicit^,<of .the Tia^uty, sat 
within flTe'Barby Hie'side of Mf.'Hiwkins, 
,Q- 0, 

• /-ShQrtly before half-jinst 10 the above; 
mentioned .Tudgos api)earod, and took 
their seats upon the bench, the Lord 
Chief Justice, it will lie observed, being 
abKont when the Judges had taken their 
seats. 

The first things read wore tho nviialim 
reports of tlie speeches of the Claimant and 
Mr. Skipworth at tho Brighton meeting, 
upon which this apjdication was particu- 
larly made, and which was as follows:— 

"Mr. Skipworth, who was welcomed 
with applause, proceeded to address the 
mooting as follows: Liidios nnd geiitlo- 
men, — It is encouraging, to find your re- 
ception after tho dcgi-ading spectacle I 
may say I have witnossod at tho Queen's 
Bench to-day in London. [Hear, hear. J 
Nothing less then this— that two honor- 
able Members of Parliiimeut have been 
brought up, I may say as criminals, for 
advocating truth and justice ttirougliout 
the country. [Hear, hear, and applause. [ 
Yes, gentlemen, I say a sad spectacle it is 
that we huvo como to this— nb less than a 
groat infringement upon our rights and 
liberties fhear;^ ;'a^ if they bad a just 
cause on the otuer side you may depend 
upon it it would never have been done, 
[ Hoar, he,ir, and a cry of 'never'. ] And 
what do tliey mean when they rob a man 
of everything he possesses, whUe he has 
to go about the country for a living .' — 
they would even rob him of every friend 
he possesses. [Applause.] Gentlemen, 
I went into that Court —I am a perfect 
stranger, ao doubt, to you here — I live a 
long wa^' jfF, and I would go a long way 
to advoca.e the cause of my friend Sir 
Roger T.chborne [applause] — I went, 
goutlomeii, into that Court to-day, and I 
donned iiy wig and gown, that had lain 
up for above 20 years, in order to supijort 
the cause of my friend Sir Roger Tich- 
borne. [Ajiplause. ] I live quietly on 
my estate in Ijin(.'()liisliire— I have my 
home, I iavo iny family and mj* affairs to 
attend to, but when duty to my counti-y 
calls me lorth, and when I see such deg- 
radation |.sl witnesa throughout the. .land 
--(hear, hear] --- yes," thebe 'K'oddrablo 
members of Parliament hovo been 
brought ip, have boon treated as crimi- 
nals, hiivclmd to apologi/o in tho most de- 
grading vay, 1 may say, and have been 
fined for doing thinr duty to a follow- 
countrynun. [Hear, hear, and applause. | 
Gentlemea, 1 was the cluurman at that 
meeting itt St. ' James Hi\ll, whore their 
conduct las been called in question. The 
Lord Chiif Justice of J''nc;laiul [larticuhir- 
ly stated n his judgnumt how mild and 
moderate he was 111 those giMitlenum, in- 
asmuch ai they had apologized in that 
way, bnt--:t'wfts only an oxample, and tliat 
if anyonetUe should similarly ofl'ond,or bo 
brought tp lender similar oiroumstances,

(Jonld a trial like tlnit go on- 
for all that time and all that talent eni- 
ployed---lhe Judges, tho counsel and -all 
concerued--!ind not know the real stato 
of the cjvsp// . , And so these geujlemen, 
these two gentlemen who arelvbro'ught up 
and sentenced lo pay n fine and bo threat- 
ened to iuiprisiinment, they arc to be 
stopjied speiiking, and the wliolo 
press of tlio country is allowed 
to bo against Sir Roger Tichborne. 
(Hisses.) Why don't they take up his 
ca.se if. they wish to do justice,?^ "Syiiy ip 
he to be scnrrihinsl y treated, I may say, 
by hundreds of i)uiif>rs in this country ?

I can only s.ay that it coines to this : — If 
this bo Sir Itogcr Tiohl)uriie,as ho undoubt- 
edly is. it cannot bo anything more than a 
consjjiracy which kee2)s him out of liis 
estates. But 1 consider that Lord Chief 
Justice Gockburu was not a fit person to 
try anything in connection with the 
claims of the.TlchbornQ. estate. (A cry of 
'shame' and hisses.) I am sorry to say 
he has long since prejudged that case, 
which disentitles him to sit as an impar- 
tial Judge (hisses) when tho title is cau-

plause.) Yes, sir, you may fdss, but I 
hiss at the Lord Chief Justice."

cernod, and if he liad iiad tho slightest 
delicacy fiu' his honor ho would never 
have sat on tho bench (to-day) , So much 
have I bearc} that I intend, to/pptition Par- 
lian^nji againsHiia^ sitting , on \ '.!f orth-' 
coming ti-iiil. No dijubt I shall b'e 'able 
to ])rovent him. Tf I do not I will go in- 
to that court without counsel, attorney, or
